There is no question that cor- 
ruption and secrecy in government 
are the greatest crisis facing 
America today. The Watergate 
scandal and the Agnew resignation 
have shown the people the per- 
vasiveness of that corruption. “But 
what most people don't realize.” 
says Ken Smith. California Direc- 
tor of Common Cause. “is how 
vulnerable the corrupt special 
interests are. They cannot survive 
the light of public disclosure.” 

Common Cause and the 
People’s Lobby are the major 
backers of the Political Reform 
Initiative. You've seen their tables 
on campus and many of you have 
signed the petitions. Tables have 
been in Gemzo stores. K- Marts, 
the K Street Mall, Sunrise Mail, 
Florin Center, and (until recently) 
Arden Fair 

The two groups, active for three 
months. until Dec. 24 to 
secure 326.000 valid signatures, 
which will assure them a place on 
the June °74 ballot. Sacramento 
County Coordinator for Common 
Cause Jeannie Claypool believes 
that by Nov. 19. they will have 
gathered at 500.000 
signatures, which past initiatives 
have needed to get the required 
valid number 

Ms. Claypool said the reason 
for the apparent early qualification 
of the measure, is that, at this

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“C.A.R. Is Here To Stay”

“C.A.R. is here to stay,” 
reports John J. Rooney, CSUS 
registrar. After two very successful 
trial semesters, Rooney and his 
staff have decided to adopt the 
computer-assisted form of regis- 
tration as the permanent procedure 
for the university 

Rooney, CSUS registrar for the 
past six years, said an extensive 
study was made by himself and his 
staff members into the various 
computer-assisted registration 
programs used at other colleges 
and universities throughout the 
United States. Then two years ago 
Rooney and four CSUS staff 
members visited the University of 
Tennessee at Nashville, an 
institution similar in size and 
constitution to CSUS, and dis- 
covered a computer registration 
system there which seemed highly 
suitable for CSUS. After a few 
minor alterations on the University 
program, CSUS 
computer-assisted registration 
system was officially developed. 

One of the greatest advantages 
to the CSUS C.A.R. program. 
according to Rooney 1s that classes 
are scheduled according to student 
need rather than departmental 
proportions as in the previous 
arena-type registration procedure

Additional sections may be 


added by the departments for high- 
demand courses: low enrollment 
courses are sometimes deleted. The 
departmental revisions are then 
run through the computer and 
courses are assigned to students 

According to Rooney, 93 per 
cent of the total student course re- 
quests were granted this semester, 
and 89 per cent were granted last 
spring. (The increase in percentage 
from spring to fall was due to anin- 
crease in full-time enroliment from 
14.800 in Spring *73 to over 15,000 
full-tume students attending this 
semester.) 


These figures may seem 
phenomenal to those students who 
were among this semester's dis- 
sausfied seven per but 
Rooney explained that the seven 
per cent of ungranted course re- 
quests was actually distributed 
over about 14 per cent of the entire 
student body. “At least 50 per cent 
of the registration conflicts were 
due student 
misunderstandings,” Rooney said 
Thus, the computer was not en- 
tirely at fault, human students had 
a hand in the foul-ups 

Rooney chose the Spring °73 
and Fall ‘73 semesters for the trial 
period because he wanted to see 
how the summer interval between 
the two semesters would effect the 
registration procedure. The main 
problem he encountered was in 
locating students who were gone

Another problem Rooney faced 
dealt with ‘money. Many financial 
assistance programs as well as the 
Veterans’ Administration required 
certification of enrollment before 
financial aid is granted. However, 
students must pay their fees before 
they can be officially registered, so 
somehow students had to come up 
with cash in order to get cash, and 
many simply could not produce it 
out of thin air. Rooney hopes to 
reconcile this financial dilemma in 
the future 


The computer programming 
staff in the computer center was 
responsible for the actual program- 
ming of C.A.R.. receiving explicit 
instructions from a_ registration 
task force headed by Rooney. The 
order in which student course re- 
quest forms were tun through the 
computer established four years 
ago by a task force comprised of 
members from student government 
and the registrar's office —gave 
graduating seniors top priority, 
with freshmen, semiors, graduate 
students, juniors, and sophomores 
foliowing in that order 


noted that the

tablished prior to the beginning of 
classes. After classes commenced 
students have exactly four weeks to 
add or drop

Add drop cards were to be ob- 
tained the individual 
partments and turned the 
office. Students who 
had to pay additional fees due to an 
increase in units were billed by the 
registrar's office at a later date 

The end of the four-week ad- 
d drop period marked the census 
date. atter which students must pay 
a $2.00 tine and submit a detailed 
petition to add or drop. This 
petition gives the chancellor's of- 
fice a written justification for late 
class adds or drops, Rooney ex- 
plained Previously, students 
sometimes waited until a few weeks 
before the end of the semester to 
drop a course, maintaining space in 
a class which they had not been 
attending all semester long and still 
receiving a WS grad.

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Entremont, Symphony 
In Fine Performance

Harry Newstone and the Sac- 
ramento Symphony came through 
again last weekend with an ex- 
cellent concert. The soloist was 
Philippe Entremont, world- 
renowned pianist. On the program 
were Beethoven's Namensfeier 
Overture, Tchaikovsky's first 
piano concerto, and Reger's 
Variations and Fugue ona Theme 
by Mozart. Romantic opulence 
and warmth predominated 


The Namensfeier Overture 
belongs to Beethoven's later out- 
put, coinciding roughly with the 
Ninth Symphony. \t is somewhat 
atypical of late Beethoven, being a 
light work, thinly orchestrated, 
and lacking the heroics that 
characterize his works of this 
period. Stranger still, it is a 
relatively unknown work, in- 
frequently performed and _ less 
often recorded. Newstone rendered 
a strict reading, allowing the mar- 
chlike tempo and rhythmic variety 
of the themes to carry the piece 
along 

Controversy surrounds 
Tchaikovsky's B-flat Minor Piano 
Concerto. Jt has been much 
criticized, mostly for lack of 
thematic cohesion. There is much 
to substantiate such claims, but few 
who hear the work in performance 
by a great artist can come away un- 
moved. Philippe Entremont filled

Doll's House was denounced 
widely by 9th century 
theatergoers of Europe and 


America, but its dramatic force 
kept it continuously on stages 
everywhere. No less than 10 major 
productions, averaging one every 
seven years, have been offered in 
New York since the first in 183, 
and hundreds of performances are 
given every year in regional 
theaters around the United States 
and Canada. The general opinion 
in the 70’s is that A Doll's House 
has remained as timely as it had 
been when it first was written in the 
Victorian era.

The first movement contains 
some of the most familiar passages 
in all of concert music. Entremont 
dug right into the opening theme of 
the introduction, playing with both 
strength and pathos. In the vir- 
tuosic octave parts and driving 
scale runs, Entremont was the pic- 
ture of concentrated intensity 
With the second, lyrical theme, he 
seemed to caress the keys, coaxing 
sound trom the Baldwin. 


The second movement consists 
of a cherzo in between repeated 
statements of a pastoral-sounding 
nocturne. The contrast between the 
two parts is great, but Entremont 
seemed equally at home in both — 
truly the mark of a great artist. 


Ail of the foregoing applies as 
well to the third movement, a 
sonata form built around two con- 
trasting themes.  Entremont's 
technique is very fluid and facile. 
His dynamic control was excellent, 
and seemed to shed new light of the 
often-played score. If poorly inter- 
preted, it is easy for a work suchas 
this to fall into the “warhorse” 
category, especially since several of 
the themes has been made into 
popular songs. But Entremont 
played with such romantic 
dynamism that it appeared to be 
written for him alone. 


For the second half. Newstone 
selected Max Reger’s Variations 
and Fugue on a theme by Mozart. 
This theme comes from the first 
movement of a piano. sonata, 
which Entremont played before the 
orchestra took over. Since the two 
composers were dealing with the 
material, the contrast 
between the serene classicism of 
Mozart and Reger’s romantic 
abandon could not have been 
clearer. Entremont interpreted the 
Mosart with all of the grace and 
charm his piano music requires, 
and Newstone rendered a spacious 
reading of this ponderous set of 
Variations and the seemingly inter- 
minable fugue.

Than Tax Deductions

The need for guidance and com- 
panionship for today's youth ts a 
reality of great concern. The 
Nationa! Order of Big Brothers of 
America and Canada provides men 
who recognize this need with an 
opportunity to do more than write 
off their middie class guilt with a 
yearly tax deductable check to a 
favorite charity. 

[he Sacramento chapter of Big 
Brothers needs men who can offer 
friendship to one of the 300 young 
boys. Children for this program are 
referred from local ministers, 
juvenile and welfare agencies who 
understand triendship ts oftenalla 
child needs to cope with the 
problems of day-to-day living 

Big Brothers work with children 
who have repeatedly been let down 
by adults. They want men who can 
develop a genuine interest in their 
“little brothers” 

Robert Olmstead, associate 
professor of English, ts open and 
enthusiastic about the personal 
rewards received as a big brother 
“You begin to appreciate the little 
things in life —— the excitement of 
catching a fish or cheering at a ma- 
jor league football game. You can 
actually see changes in yourself as 
well as your little brother. it’s a 
great experience.” 

Big brothers range in ages from 
18 to 83, and hold such various oc- 
cupations as students, insurance 
salesmen or FBI men. The 
organization is not concerned with 
a particular “type” of person, but 
does look for volunteers with good 
character references. 

Volunteers are allowed 
independence in their relationships 


with their littlk brothers. Case 
workers. who are available for 
reference in problem solving. keep 
in loose contact 

Even though children involved 
in this program show the strain of 
life without a father, Big Brothers 
is Not a “marriage to death” with an 
incorrigible young man. No one 
canever attempt to replace a child’s 
father, and Big Brothers is not 
concerned in filling this gap with 
the new father image. Discovering 
the joys of companionship 1s 
stressed in the hopes of opening the 
groundwork for a rare type of 
relationship 

Big Brothers of America began 
in 1904, and was spearheaded bya 
New York City clerk who was 
concerned with deliquency in his 
city. The program went national in 
1947. and now extends throughout 
Canada 

The Sacramento chapter 5s 
funded by United Way, Big 
Brother's Board of Directors and 
the Sacramento County 
Department of Welfare. 


The need for similar 
organizations for young women ts 
also realized. Because it ts more un- 
common to find a man raising 
daughters aione, this program ts 
still in its infancy. Recently. Jerry 
Colbert, case co-ordinator for Sac- 
ramento, worked with a_ pilot 
program for women desiring to be 
a Big Sister. Lack of funds restricts 
this program to families already in- 
volved with Big Brothers

Adopting Husband's Surname 
More Tradition Than Law

Although she has been married 
for more than two years, Mary 
Jane Hamilton is still Dr 
Hamilton, and not Mrs. David L. 
Reed. Like many married women 
are doing today, Dr. Hamilton 
kept her maiden name. 

Hamilton is a professor of 
medieval history here at CSUS and 
a law student at UCD. She recently 
wrote an article entitled Female 
Surnames and California Law for 
the UCD law review 

In her research Hamilton found 
there is nothing in the penal code 
requiring a wife to take her hus- 
band’s surname. # has only been 
through tradition that this has been 
done 

At the time of marriage a 
woman can decide to keep her own 
surname. Or if the couple wishes, 
they may use a hyphenated form of 
both names. They can choose to 
use an entirely different name as 
their marned name 

There are two ways in which a 
woman, having already taken her 
husband’s name, can change back 
to her maiden name or to any name 
she chooses. First, it can be 
changed by consistent non- 
fradulent use. The principle of 
common law states that “a person 
may ordinarily change his/her 
name at will” providing only that 
one doesnotdoso “for fradulent 
Purposes or interfere with the 
rights of others.” 

Secondly, a woman can go to 
court to change her name. She can

do-it-herself for about $50 or $60, 
or can hire an attorney for $200 or 
more. 

Hamilton became interested in 
the idea of keeping her maiden 
name when her studies of medieval! 
history revealed that a woman of 
that period did not have to take her 
husband's name. 

“The couple would take the sur- 
name that was more prestigious 
Today if a woman is a Rockefeller 
or a Vanderbilt, why should she 
lose that identity and become a 
Mrs. Jones?” 


Hamilton stated. “A name is a 
source of identity. A woman who is 
a Mrs. Smith is identified and as- 
sociated with her husband's career 
and success. She loses her own in- 
dividual identity.” 

One name would mean one 
identity. Traditionally a woman 
would be Elizabeth Smith until she 
is married and becomes Mrs 
Robert Jones. Then if she is 
divorced she could be Elizabeth 


Smith again if she sodesired. Upon 
remarriage, again she becomes 
Mrs.... She could have three or

tour surnames and three or four 
separate identities to fit those 
names 


One name would = make 
governmental record keeping 
easier too. All records, like voter 
registration, social security and 
driver licenses would remain under 
one name, eliminating the hassle of 
paper work and expense in a name 


change on the records 

Problems can arise when a 
woman keeps her maiden name 
Many men feel that it is a blow to 
their manhood if their wives do not 
take thier names. In-laws can make 
the wile feel guilty, that she ts nota 
proper wife by refusing to use her 
husband's name. Friends may just 
pass her off as an eccentric. But the 
gain to a woman of keeping her 
own name and her own individual 
identity greatly outweighs the 
problems
